He ctmsidered it was only fair and just 
that a corporation should be re(|uired to 
jiurcliase land for a drill shed site as a 
private individual would. 

Mr. (Irani said that the law govern- 
ing e.\|)ropriation of land fully protected 
the interests of the individual, and com- 
pelled a corporation uc<iuiring the land 
by this process to pay a fair and ecpiilable 
price. 

The Hon. Attorney General said that 
lie did not approve Of allowing the ex- 
propriation of land for cemetery or fire 
hall jiurposes. It 'Was argued that land 
rei|uircd for a drill shed in Victoria was 
at present locked up, and could not be 
obtained by ordinaiy purchase. In this

D.iy after day the time of 
the House and the iiuiiieyol the country 
have been ii iltcred away by aineinl- 
nienta to supply, the discussion of which 
bus lasted far on into the evening, 
and it has been utterly inipoa 
Hible to make any progress in 
the estiinutcH that same night. 
Yesterday's discitssion, however, was 
but of a brief iiaLure. The House went 
into siqiply early, and then during the 
evening the sparsely-lilled galleries hid 
ail o|ipurtunity of listening to one of the 
sharpest passages-at-arms which has 
taken place this session. }t 4rose on 
tho YUte of n 8«Uai4y W the West In- 
dian aervige". Mr. Baird, M. P., in con- 
neolioii with whose orighial entrance 
into the House an unfortunate occur- 
rence took place, is one of the promoters 
of the company, and when the vote 
came up .Mr. lilake rose and almost 
pounded the life out of laior Baird, al- 
tlioiigli there was eiilircly no iiistitica- 
tion for his doing so. A few minutes 
later Dr. Wchloii, of AUierl, who is 
rapidly coining to the front as inie of 
the principal debaters on the ministerial 
side of the House, rose, and in a brief 
siicecli gave Mr. lilake such a tongue 
cast igat inn as lie has not had for many a 
long il.iy. In solemn and di:ilinct tones, 
listened to in silence by the Hiaise, he 
coii.leiiiiied the misuse of great talents, 
as shown in Mr. lilake s sneers at u 
young nieniber. It is a great thing to 
have a giant strength, he said, but it 
was painful to sec it misused, lie, liini- 
aelf, bad early in his parliaiiitntary 
exiierience felt the power of that 
strength, and he wislieil parliamentary 
rules would have allowed him to have 
char.icterized it as the conduct of a 
bully and a coward, Karely has par- 
liaiiieiit listened to a more stinging re- 
buke, and the House evidently felt that 
Dr. Welilon's words were true. At the 
close of the speech he was greeted with 
a tremendous outburst of up[ilause. A 
little later on Mr. Baird made a manful 
statement regarding what he termed his 
political inisfortiine, referring, id course, 
to his Qrs't election compliuations, and 
expressed regret for nuy lapse he 
might then have made. Mr. iihike 
iniiiiediately rose and virtually apolo- 
gised for his attack upon him, and re- 
tr.icieil anything he might have unin- 
teiitioiuiUy said to oSfend Dr. Weldon, 
After the incident had terminated it 
was evident, front the manner in which 
the Orita talked about it, that they re- 
cognize in Dr. Weldon a man whoni 
hereafter they will have to fear.

THE RYKBRT MA-TTER. 
Sir Richard Cartwright's charges 
against Mr. Rykert continue to bo a 

fertile topic of conversation among the 

members. The discussion which took 
place in the House on Tuesday was not 
of a very edifying character, inasmuch 
as il was cliai actci i/ud by a good deal 
nf nmtiiijl reoriniination. If Sir Richard 
Cartwriglit had .lesired to miss his 
mark lii' i^oiild not liaee done so in a 
more cUcct ivc oumiei . Instead of con- 
lining liiiiiself to the specific charge, 
wliiidi be had bidiigiil forsvard on several 
occasions, he went uiit of his way to at- 
tack the general policy cd the goVi;rn- 
iiieiit in rehitiou to the ^l■anting of tim- 
ber ami miiiiiii; lands mid gra/.iiig leases, 
foig.-lliiig iliai tlie .M.ickeii/.ie .idminis- 
tialioii liad imlliing to b.iiisl of iniespccl 
to their administration on these very 
iiiatte'fs. The result of .Sir Kicliard 
C.irl v,-riglit's action, up to the time of 
writing, lias Ijccii to solidify the iiiiiiis- 
terialisls against liiiii, although it can- 
not bo said that they are inclined 
to justify Mr. Kykert in 
ctioii. They ilo, however, 
lly resent the charge that all 
■IS on tlic Coiiseiviitive side of 
uise must be included in tile 
category as Mr. Rykert. One 
it the Conservative party. Dr. 
f Albert, broke away from the 
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partj' le.isb, perhaps owing to a mis- 
apprelieiisii.il. He i« an honest, up- 
right, and fearless iiiaii, whose views on 
purity of government .iir.l the righteous 
administration of public alt'uirs arc very 
strongly miiiked, and, doubtless, be- 
lieving that there was a, dispositioiv to 
bul k the i|iicstioii altogether, lie voted 
against tlic government's motion to ad- 
journ the deliate. It is Understood, 
liou ever, that the government' is de- 
sirous uf pressing the matter to a con- 
clusion, and for this purpose it is likely 
that the whole subject may have been 
relegated to tho committee on privileges 
and elections before this letter, reaches 
Victoria, and it is understood that the 
ooiniiiittee's report will he presented to 
the House before prorogation. Mean- 
while, il is reported that Mr. Rykert 
has gone into bis constituency to discuss 
with his friends as to the advisability of 
resigning his seat or not, and it is possi- 
ble that during the next few days we 
may have some interesting develop- 
ments.

This is .1 term wliicli is now being 
generally apjilied to sclicmes gotten up 
solely in the inieiests of one or two pro- 
moters, as the ciisi' may be, iho inten- 
tion invariably being to make a good 
round, iiiim luit ol Knglish capitalists, 
who are over ready to embark in any 
project in wliicli there is a prospect of 
substantial gain. A few yens ago a 
company was started in London lor the 
purpose of jiurcliasing Anticosli, an 
island in tile (jiulf of St. Lawrence, 
about 20(1 miles in length. It is perhaps 
one of the most (.iod-forsaken places on 
this North American continent, and yet 
by specious stateiuents a number of 
gullible Britishers were induced to sub- 
scribe capit<tl to obtain possession of the 
island to undertake all sorts of enter- 
prises, not one of which could be car- 
ried out without a vast expenditure of 
money. After the investors wore bitten 
exposure ^anu-, \and the elTecl 
was that ( anada obtained anything 
but a good reputation in the Knglish 
market. With a recollection of this 
proji'cl before them, the Bailway ooni-

LoKiiox, March '24. — In tho Coninioni* 
this evening, the homo secretary, reply- 
ing to an enquiry by Labouchere, denied 
that Inspector Jarvia, an attache of 
Scotland Yard, had ever gone into busi- 
ness at Del Norto, near Sheridan's 
ranch, for the purpose of obtaining evi- 
dence to be ussd before the Farnell 
comtnissioii. 

.Sir James Ferguson, in reply to a 
iiuesiiou by Mr. Redmond, stated that 
the government was advised that 
the Dominion government protested 
agamat the rmodus vivendi with 
regard to the' Newfoundland fisheries, 
established between England and 
France, and that the Newfoundland 
authorities had also taken similar ac- 
tion. Though agreeing to tho principles 
they (lid not approve of what they sup- 
posed would be the result of the ar- 
rangements.

He n futeil tlio [lolicy 
of excluding landlords from a rural 
social lile t, iking llj.' gmiiiid that 
in England landlords ennli il.nted lo the 
woll-beinn of tli.ise who ueii not l.iiid- 
lords. There are now, ho said, five 
bodies for the valuation aiiu sale cf 
laud. This bill provides to amalgamate 
them into one. He denied there was 
any 'warrant for the sugge.stion ti.ut the 
introduction ' of the Land i'ui ch.iso Bill 
was compulsory, except through 
ueoessity for sneli a measure. If the 
landlorcls were coinpclled to sell tlietcn- 
unta ought to be iiindo to obey. The 
government saw no poasibiliiy of in- 
stantly transferring the lands from the 
owners to tho ooou piers. Some degree 
of British credit uould bo used to secure 
the landlords ag.iinst loss, though tho 
British taxpayers should have no risk. 
The bill cni'oiirages landlord and tenant 
to bargain as lo the price of a holding. 
If they failed to agtc. the (pieslion of 
price was referred to the land depart- 
ment oflicials, which, when they fixed 
the conditions, must be a.lhered to.

When we take a survey of Europe we 
think it moat unlikely that Pope Leo 
XIII. will be called upon by tins Great 
Powers to decide wl.ich of tliein shall 
disarm or what shall be tho extent or 
disannatnent. . 

When tho ambition of a nation is 
stirred or wlien its blood ia up the 
voice of the ohurchnian preaching 
poaco is seldom listened to. Much 
more frequently 1ms tliu priest been un- 
der tho necessity of blessing the banners 
jof the amaies that, have been levied and 
of invoking the "God o.* Battles" to aid 
them in the field, no matter whether 
tho cause they fought for was just or 
the revorso. There ia too much reuaon 
to believe that what liaa liappened in 
the days gone by will happen .ngain, 
that histoiy^will repeat itfielf, and that, 
so far from the Popo being able to pre- 
.•ail upon the nations of Europe to lay 
lown their arms, his clergy will be 
;alled upon to pray for the success of 
tho legions when they go to battle, and 
o sing To Dcum when tlioy return from 
he field victorious. 
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tVILL EUROl'E iJlSAim^ 

It is said that the I'ope has expressed 
the desire to use his good otUces in 
bringing about a general and a siniul 
taneous disarnianient iii Kuropu. It is 
bard t(^:say how inuoh truth there ia in 
tho report that His Holiness wishes to 
act Lho part of general peacemaker and 
peace jireserver. It di,es not scom un 
likely that he is paineil to .see tho whole 
of l'"nropc eouverled into au armed 
vamp, and that he sympathizes with the 
toiling masses who are compelletl^to 
, support millions of strong men in idle- 
ness, and to contribute a very consider- 
able share of their earnings towards 
supplying them with arms, aumiunition 
and whatever else is necessary to equip 
au army fur tho battle field. The bur 
den is an exceedingly heavy one, and it 

. is difficult to see how it can be borne 
much longer without great suEfering. 

The Pope may well say that the con 
dition of Europe to-day in this respect 
is "uncluistiau." War under any 
cumatances ia not in accordance witl: 
the spirit of Christianity, and it must 
grieve good men everywhere to see na 

. tions, nominally Christian, in a time o 
profound peace, spending milliona upon 
milliouB in preparing to shed eac 
other's blond and to devastate each 
other's territory. It is easy accounting 

■.fofiJjie; Pope's ^desii;e, to. bring about a 
better, a mo^ .Cliristian-Uke, state of 
tilings in Europe, but it is not so easy 
'to see that he has the power to effe 
the change ho wisliea to .see made. 

Every nation of Europe has some am 
bition to gratify, or there is some evil 
which it feels it must guard against at 
all risks. France wants to got back 
Alsace eoid Lorraine. The loss of those 
provinces has been a deep humiliation 
to that pioud and sensitive nation. 
There are millions in Franco who long 
to wipe out that disgrace by winning 
back the territory llioy have lost. For 
that purpose they have cheerfully borne 
tjte, taxation necessary to reorganize and 
increase their army and navy and to place 
them on a better footing. How is the 
Pope to take the desire for revenge out 
of the heart of Krenchnien '! How ia he 
to strangle the longing lhat so many of 
the sons of France feel to restore the 
prestige which the nation lost in the last 
German war 1 How is ho to ((uench 
the thirst lor military glory which is a 
prominent trait of the character 
of the youtli of France V lOvcn if (jer- 
many would consent to disarm is it 
likely that the Pope possesses iufiuem e 
enough over Frenchmen to induce 
them to abandon all their sohemcs of 
revenge and aggrandizement and to 
settle down as a nation of fanners 
meclianirs and .sli(j])keepers ? Has ho 
the ])o«ei; to ijcisnade tlicm to exchange 
the Marseillaise for a hymn iu praise of 
peace and goodwill to men? Wo fuar 
not. 

The Pope and the young Emperor of 
Germany are very good friends now, 
but let His HoliiK.-sa thwart him in any 
way and llial .'^elf-willcd young man will 
very soon sliow him that he is bound to 
do as ho detcrminea, wbether llie bead 
of the Catholic church is pleased or 
displeased. Nothing more unlikely can 
be imogined than that the German Em- 
ptror will listen sei'imisly to any pro- 
l)osal to disarm, even if by .some ndracle 
l''ranct cmdil l.e induced to cut (lown its 
war e.-italilisliiru-nl to a fraction of its 
present proportions. 

It is well known that Ruraia pur.sntis 
its schemes of aggrandisement in spite 
of obstacles and discourogementsof many 
kinds. The Czar's army ia Ids chief dc- 
IJendence. Without a great standing 
army his immense ein|iire couM not be 
held together for any length of time. 
He does not acknowledge the Fojie's 
ecclosiasticaraiithority, and it is to bu 
feared that he is not amenable to moral 
influences from either the East or the 
West. 

Although Austria i:i Catholic an{| is 
disposed to tender the Popo all honor, it 
would require u tremendous influence to 
prevail upon it to disarm while Russia's 
military force is ns great as it is at pre- 
sent. 

It would be supposed that the Pope's 
iufiiience in Italy would be paramount, 
thatthe Italian govoruinont would gladly 
listen to his advice and follow ■ it cheer- 
fully. But wo have seen that in 
matters tempornl the Italian govern- 
ment has long [withstood the Pojjo. It 
has refused 1<. ."cf '.'.u-e to him the patri- 
mony of .St. Pct(!r ihhI t(i give hini liack 
tho temporal powci that lias been 
wrested from him. "The i)risoner in 
tlio Vatican" would not have iiifluonco 
enough with King HunibeiO and his 
MiiiUters to cause them to adopt any

The growth of .Socialism in Germany 
a singular phenomenon. The Em- 
iieror of Uermauy is the most absolute 
constitutional sovereigns, yet we see 

owing up in his domiiiions a party 
rt bich is iu its principles ultra demo- 
cratiow! Xhe German Socialists at the 
lust election won thirty-six seats in the 
iU'ichstag. This may not be regarded 
IS a very powerful party in a body of 
.ill" mendiera; but parties are so dividei 
in it that a compact body of oven tint 
ly-six members has greater inlluence 
tliun is indicated by its numbers. There 
are also quite a considerable number of 
democrats in the Reichslag who aro iv 
.■socialists. Both parties united amount 
;ii 77 members, nearly one-fifth of the 
>\hole assembly. 'I'hese men, if they 
vie judicious, can exercise a great deal 
of influence. ■ 

It is said that the Emperor looks upon 
:he Socinliata with nmch more indul- 
:;cnce than Kismarck di<l. He is iu fact 
thought to be a little l)it of a .Socialist 
idmself. He would, widen the sphere of 
I he State's authority. He seems to be 
ii'iibitious to become a kind of father to 
his people, and stiange aa it may seem, 
it is quite possible for an absolute mon- 
arpli to administer the affairs of the 
country over which he ru\f^ in a manner 
very nearly approaching the .Socialistic, 
i'hia paternal socialism is very difier- 

nt inits methods from democratic social- 
ism, but- we are not at all sure that 
the results could not be made 
the same. Whether this is the case or 
not, it ia becoming quite evident that 
I he German Socialists <lo ncl favor Im- 
perial socialism. They do not look 
u pon -it as the genuine Ihiug, and they 
i berefore are not overpowered with de- 
light when they see the Emperor show- 
ing'a disposition to further some of the 
! eforma which they hope to effect. It 
iuay be that they do not believe liim to 
■ le sincere, or, what is mure likely, they 

lo not think that kingly rule is con- 
.sistent with socialism, and they conse- 
i[uentiy do not Iielieve that the socialist 
cause can be advanced by an Emperor. 

I'hose, therefore, who are ac<|Uainted 
>vith German affairs are of opinuiii that 
the socialists will not be on the (jovern- 
niont aide. They are, however, a power 
in Germany, and they aro rapidly in- 
breosing in , numbers and influence. 
Why this should be is a matter of sur- 
prise to very many. How is it that so- 
. iidiata have no jj^esentatives in the 
Parliament of Great liritain or in the 
Congress of the United .Stales, but liave 
been able under liismarck's ropressivo 
rifle to haye a strong party in the Reich- 
stag, is what puzzles a great many stu- 
dents of politics.

proportion to more uaeful articles; tho 
warehouses along llie coast are filled 
with it. The air seems to reek with tho 
vile stutT, and overy hut is redolent of 
its fumes." 

It is not pioasant to read this. It 
docs not put us in a good hiiinor with 
ourselves. It docs not lead us to tliink 
that Englishmen are the salt of tho 
earth. But it is good for us to see the 
truth once iu a while. We learn from 
Mr. Thompson's article lhat for ouo 
teacher of Christianity by word and 
example that Great Britain sends to

A BATTLE WITH INDIANtt. 

Bow the Famous Ilonlo Br.>lIioi-» Whliiped 
a H'jndroil Savngus. 

Col, John S. MooTQ, ot New Orleans, 
fraud nephew of the celobrated Jim 
Bowlo, the inventor of the* knifa which 
boars his name, and ono of tlio Alamo 
li'jrootf, contributCE the following to the 

^ ircliivea of the Alamo Monument asso- 

■ fiation: 

"In 1831 » small party of adventurous 
ipirits, eleven in number, consisting of 
Rezin P. and James Bowie, their two 
servant boj-s, Me.'isrs. niiclKuiiui, Maca- 
line, Stoni, Copluis lliuum and three 
other i)errtoiiB, left Snn' Antonio to visit 
the old Kan baba silver mines. On the 
tjiorninK of the third day of their journey 
they were' visited by an Indian, who 
Dlaimed to be a mc.s.senger from Cliief 
Isaoiiin, and wboae mcd;U he exhibited 
as his eredoiilials, hearing tlioia a warn- 
ing fniiii iHiionia lliaLahmit 100 unfi-iend- 
ly savages were on their trail. Rezin 
Bowie, who spoke many Indian dialects, 
conferred with the messenger in liia 
longne, after which ho advised his party 
to select a favorable spot and intrench 
IhemselveK. A jiosilion was cliosen near 
«, hill, where the ground was covered 
with a lew trees and some thick under- 
brush, ._auiidat which a spring gushed 
from the'iiarth. Working all night, the 
travelers finallj- completed a breastwork 
of sods around the thicket. They jjlaced 
the servants, horses and pack uuiles in a 
covered situation at the B])ring, and 
rested awhile to await events. About 
In the morning, when the sun lit up the 
hill In front of them, it revealed its sum- 
mit covered with IndiHUH, who hoisted, a 
white fla^c- After a cotiHultation Koz 
Bowio and Buchanan passed outside the 
trench works to parley with tliem. As 
they approached the hill the savages 
waved their flag and called out: 'How 
d'ye do? How d'ye do?' and fired on them 
lit the panie lime. Several bullets passed 
tlireuKh Hi)\vii-"n hunlin;^ blouse, leaving 
him unscralched. Poor I^uchanan was 
not so fortunate, for a bul|gt struck )iis 
log, breaking It. As Buchanan fell, 
Bowie caUKlit him by the arm, iind lift- 
in;j; hiiu liy 1 he Hliuulder, Htarti ii toenn-y 
him hack to Hlii'ller. Eij^lil Indians armed 
with lomahuwiis pursued Bowie, who, 
thus heavily burdened, could ill have de- 
fended himself, but his party fired from 
their intrenchments on the advancing 
foes, killing four of them, and the re- 
maining; four ran back to their shelter. 

"Firing "ow began in earnest between 
the opp(jsing forces, and fortunately the 
Indians could not discover what number 
of men were concealed in the bushes 
back of the liltle fortifications. The 
small force, reduced by two— for in ad- 
dition to Buchanan beini; wounded, iliie- 
caline was killed— fought unceasingly 
the entire day. Those engaged in the 
fight said that the contrast in the manner 
of the two.Bowieo was most striking. 
Janies passed from one point to another, 
giving orders, leoking, and firing. At 
the san)e time He/in maintained an un- 
broken silence, raised his gun with cool- 
noss and deliberation, bringing down a 
redskin at each shot. During the night 
the Indians passed the time mourning 
their dead, and with the couung of day 
vanished as quietly as thoy had appeared. 
The whites now made preparations for 
returning to Han Antonio. Poor Masca- 
line was buried and rocks piled over his 
grave to secure it from depredations of 
wolves. The great trouble was what to 
do with Buchanan. Rezin Bowie, ever 
prolific in expedients, made a strong de- 
coction of oak bark by boiling the bark 
in water. This he thickened with corn 
meal, and, spreading it on a cloth and 
sprinkling it with gunijowder, he formed 
a poultice which he wraj)ped aljout Bu- 
chanan's leg. Around this he tightly 
sewed a covering of huekskiii, and, pack- 
ing the patient on his horse, off the 
party started. After several days' travel 
Bowie examined Buchanan's leg, and, 
finding it in a 'fair way to recovery, re- 
newed thf bame diessing, and under this 
rough Oil .' singular treatment the limb 
recovered entirely. This party of men 
never made another attempt to reach 
the San Saha mines." — San Antonio Cor, 
St, Louis Globe-Democrat,

.Souio time previous to the accident ono 
of the childreu was carrying a basket 
full of cartridges across the road, and 
Mr. Doran, taking them away, caution- 
ed the hov,B8 well as threatened to chas- 
tise him it seen witli them ag.dn; but ho 
secured soroe'moro and set them on (ire, 
causing the aooidont. This is a true 
statement, and I hope you will publish 
it for the workmen's benefit aud mine.
